EXPERT TESTIMONY IN THE TRIAL OF CARLYLE
W. HARRIS,

The testimony in the trinl In General Sesslons of
Carlyle W. Harrls, charged with poisoning his girl-wife,
wis of no grest interest the preanter part of yesterduay .
Most of the witnesses were citllod Lo corroborute the
statements made by por-ons who had already given
evitenee, The list witness, however, fold o story

that wis Mstened to with breathless attention.  This
parrator was Di. Allun MeLane Hamilon, who hss
taken o leading part (o the Investgution of the cuuse
of Helen Potts's destli.  He made an sdmirable wil- |
pess, speaking distinetly, veu rapidly,  His manner wis
such s ta Win Lhe nunost coutidence fu every word
whilch he uttered,  He gave an sogaunt of the antopsy
on the Young girl in meiter-of-fuct, yel not unsympa-
thetle, terms, and declared that no evidence of any
weakness of tha orgmans was discovened.  His descrlp-
tion of the corpse of the falr young woman was dr-
matle 1o 1= simplieity.  When e told of the long.
praided hair and the green mould on the eyes wid
mouth & shudder ean through the andienre.

Thore wis & repetition of the great anxiety o ob-
taln admisslon info the conrtroom, and the usual lurge
proportion of welldressed women wue nodceable in
the sudience. The prisoner had evidently Lenefited
by his rest from Friday evening untll Monday morn-
it and his face wore a better color than 1t did when
be faced the jury last week.

The first witness was Dr, Byron V. Tompkins, of
No. 98 West sixtyfirstst,, who was called by the
prosecution to corroborate Dr, Fowler's te-timony thiat
Helen Potts did uot have any leart trouble. The
witness attended the yvoung woman on Decemiber 14,
1ss.  John A. Taylor, of counsel for Harrls, objected
to his testifying, decluring that his lps were sealed
by law, unless the prisoner, who was the desd girl's
nearest relutive, permitted Wmo to speak.  Recorder
smyth reiterated i former decisions on this pulnt of
taw and admitted the testimony,  Dr. Thompson hud
examined the young woman's heart and found i per-
fectly normtd.

THE BALTIMORE TRAGEDY.

A long ecorrespondence followed between 2wl
Eeun and Senor Matta on this point, aud whil e &
was in progress, on October 18, the Baltimok:
